llUneis Supreme Court Hands Uown 
Dedsloa Affecting Medical Laws of 
8tato TIadlcaUng CUnpiMlan. 

Springfield, 111. — The medical prao- 
tice aet of Illinois has been declared 
unoonitltutlonal by the Supreme court 
as an unjust daaoilminatton against 
one class Of pbyaloiaas. 

The Supreme oonrt rarersed the de- 
< ision of the Vermillion oonnty, circuit 
court, which had ftmad OrT- L. J. Love 
uf Danville guilty ot practieing with- 
out a license. 

This action will affect ebtroprnotors 
and nil other dniglees healein 

Overthrow of tho medical practice 
act of 1017 by the Supreme court re- 
turns to full force and effect the law of 
1911 under which chiropractors, drug 
less healers, and midwivea will be sub 
ject to no state qualifications except 
the necessity j>f passing a state exam' 
I nation. 

Heratofore the chiropractors have 
been raanlred to attend oollege forty 
months, aa docton of madlelne do, and 
midwivee have been required to at 
tend certain approved school.'<. 

This ruling was handed down In the 
ras" of rir, Lucius .1. Love of nniivlile, 
a chirojiniftor, who practiced without 
n license. His contention that tho for- 
ty months' requirement was "unreas- 
onable discrimination against one 
class of physicians" was unbcid hy the 
court. It was a unanimous decision. 

Chiropractic, the court held, haR 
done much good and hu 'cleared its 
practlonen of all auspleion of char 
latanism or fad.

The country ( xpccts :\Ir HiinlinK to k( < i> 
in touch with the'condition and thought and desire and needs of the 
people in all sections and of all classes. The country has a very high 
regard for Mr. Harding's eharacter, and due appreciation of his 
ability, but there is no delusion that he is a superman. His confer- 
ences are an indication that he is not under a delusion, either, and 
this in itself increases the confidence of the country in his adminis- 
tration. ' 



BTJOKINQ UP THE DEFENSE. 

The Administration is to be eongratiiliited on tln' reforms in our 
achemes of national defense that it is putting into effect. Hattlcsliips 
of one type of fuel consumption are to be located on each coast, coal 
burners in the Atlantic licet, and oil burners in the Paeifie. The 
advantages of having both types in separate units are obvious, with 
the additional economy of having each type nearer its source of fuel 
supply. The tests between airplanes and war vessels now being eon- 
ducted off the A'irginia Capes is sure to bring greater economy and 
effidenoy to our coast defense systems. The former adrainistratiou 
lacked the initiative to conduct such experiments, although their 
\alue lias been apparent for years. There has been a general reas- 
singment of officers in tiie Navy, with special rcgnrd to the tsom- 
ality and qualifications of each, whicli cannot but work to the good 
of the service. In the Army Secretary Weeks has been successful in 
smoothing out certain iiiisundcrstaiulin-xs ainonf: his subordinates, 
and the morale of the service has been notiecai)ly improved.

The difficulty 
In securing white paper has been 
largly produced by embargoes raised 
by the Provinces of Quebec, Kew 
nrunswick, and Ontario on shipments 
of pulp wood Into the I'nited States, 
diacrlnilnatin!!; against the use of this 
pulp wood liy Anieriean mills .after 
the Anieriean mills liad aniulred the 
right to cut the wood in Canada. 

The purpose of the resolution is to 
authorise the President of the United 
States to appoint a commission to 
treat with the Canadian Government, 
nnd tbe Provinces enumerated above, 
Willi the view of looking to a better 
commercial understanding between 
the two Oovemments In reference to 
newsprint paper and pulp wood, and 
an agreement that would aid In sc- 
curin.i; a reasonable supply of raw 
material to the American mills. The 
purpose of tbe resolution, if carried 
out will not only he beneficial to 
those engaged in the manufacture of 
newsprint paper, but tu the entire 
press of the ITnlted States.
